Until tlint time the Knglish fl.ig- 
miikers had had no trouble in supply- 
ing the demand, but jubilee season 
found them totally unprepared to cope 
with the orders received fioin every 
part of the United Kingdom. In the 
emergency the American makers leaped 
into the breach, and today their goods 
arc rsipldlj ousting the products of the 
homo factories.

The American 
munuf.ieturers of national emblems 
have discovered a process whereby the 
flags can be ir.ade rniu-h more quickly 
and with a better finish than the home 
goods. 
Though England, with her 


cheap labor, can turn out bunting at a 
much lower rate than other countries, 
the methods employed in the Knglish 
(lag factories are costlier than in the 
American shops, and as a result the 
cheapness of the bunting is more than 
offset. Indeed the /lags made on the 
other side of the water and shipped 
o\er here can lie sold at a lower price 
than the home finished aiticles. Ever 
since »w Year's a factory in Phila- 
delphia has been kept running night 
and dny in order to supply the de- 
mand. 


The pins and buttons that have been 


Imported from Xewnrk by the thou- 
sands sell on the streets at n nominal 
sum, so that every Englishman can 
possess one. There are five styles of 
those buttons, three of which bear the 
portraits of the king and queen and 
differ only In the color of the back- 
ground, gold, rojal purple and red 
being the prevailing hues. Another 
design shows his majesty crowned. 
The Newark factory has been turning 
them out ill the rate of 350,000 n day. 


The king's own medals from Attle-

ANNUAL REPORT. 


Interesting Document 
Of 
President 


Hadley Of Yale University Made 


Public On Wednesday. 


New Haven. Conn.. June 25.—The 


annual report of President Hadley of 
Yale university was made public today. 
The report describes the present condi- 
tion and prospective uses of the Bicen- 
tennial buildings, of Byers Hall, <>f 
the Clinical Building, and the pro- 
posed Lumpson Lyceum. It enumer- 
ates the more considerable profits to 
the university, among which the larg- 
est, amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars, came by the will ot 
the late Senator McPherson, but will 
not be in actual possession of the uni- 
versity until the lapse of a number ol 
years. Other large profits were the 
fund left the library by the will of 
Edward Wells Sonthworth; the now 
building for instruction in mineral- 
ology, to be known as Mirtland hall; 
and the Isaac Smith fund of thirty- 
thousand dollars for the academic de- 
partment, given by the wife and son.* 
of. the late Edward A. Smith of the 
class of 1S5IJ. 


Title to the Yale field has finally 


been transferred to Yale university, 
and an athletic constitution has been 
adoi/ted which, says the report, "while 
leaving the final responsibility in the 
hands of the students, provides for 
such graduate advice in their delibera- 
tions, as will ensure conservative ac- 
tion. Much pressure has been brought 
to bear upon us from outside to 1m e 
the faculties or council take a largci. 
degree of control than this; but none 
of the men who have 
been 
most 


versed in history of Yale athletics, is 
prepared to advibc such a step. 
Wo 


are anxious to co-open ate with every 
movement to raise tho standard ot" in- 
tercollegiate athkt:cts: hut wo bclie\e 
that the responsibility lor the carry- 
ing out of measmcs intended to pro- 
mote this end must be borne by the 
academic body as a whol", the rules 
will be evaded; and that any action of 
a faculty which is construed as assum- 
ing this responsibility tends to weak- 
en its force in the places where it 
can really be made 
effective. 
The 


faculties must indeed prescribe the 
conditions of scholarship 
to 
Which, 


students shal oonfoim in order to be 
regarded as full .rnembeis 
of 
the 


university: and wnoie participation 
in intercollegiate interests calls for 
the grant of special scholarship rules 
to prevent evil results from the abuse 
of these privileges. But every such' 
necessity for special legislation is to 
be regarded as a misfortune." 


Allusion is made to an important, 


movement which, though not officially!; 
connected with the university, 
has 


been planned by iale men and has <he 
sympathy of the university authorities 
—the proposed Yale mission in China, 
modeled on the general plan of the 
Oxford and 
Cambridge 
universities 


missions, and intended to be a center 
of educational influences of every kind 
in the heart of the Chinese empire. 


No action has been taken looking 


toward the abolition of the Greek re- 


weighs the disadvantage of enforced 
delay. For the poor man the balance 
is likely to turn in the other-direction. 
Many years must now intervene belore 
the man who begins the, study of law 
or medicine can h,ope to reach a mod- 
erate competence. This we cannot help. 
The public demands technical training 
and uas a right to demand it. Each 
increase of human knowledge makes 
it harder for the young professional 
man to prove to the satisfaction of 
the public that he possesses the nec- 
essary sharp of this knowledge. 15ut 
we have our choice whether we shall 
increase this difficulty by requiring 
a long course ol secondary education 
prior to the beginning of professional 
study, within reach ot tho graduates 
of our high schools as soon as they 
aro qualilied to enter thereon. If wo 
adopt the former system, as so many 
of our universities are now tending to 
do, we eri'liauce the artificial difficul- 
ties, which are already great enough 
at best, and tend to make the profes- 
sions of law and medicine places lor 
the sons of rich men only." 


The report shows that the logical 


sequence would be to retntroduce tho 
old distinction now abolished in Amer- 
ica, 
between learned men like Abra- 


ham Lincoln and John Marshall; and 
to degrade the college course by shap- 
ing it to suit the needs of those who 
do not want it, but who take it us 
a compulsory stepping stone to somc- 
Uiing else. 


' If all professional men are to go 


through college, then 
the 
college 


course must be made broad enough— 
and ultimately also short enough— 
to meet the wishes of all the different 
kinds of men who wish to take pro- 
fessional work." This shortening is 
advocated by some on the giound that 
the average ot gradution has greatly 
Increased in the last half 
century. 


But statistics arc quoted in the presi- 
dent's report which show the error 
of this statement. 
The broadening, 


good up to a certain point, if carried 
beyond that point menaces the char- 
acter of the college as a place ot 
hard work. 
"Those who would re- 


quire the cor^o'e degree as a pre- 
liminary to professional study, but let 
the worK represented by this degree 
take care of itself, ar forced to take 
one or two positions; either that of a 
mere sojourn in a place of learning 
for three or four years is a good thing 
in itself, whether a man does mueh 
work or little; or that the college, by 
offering a wise series of courses and 
holding rigid examinations at the end, 
is able to secure a sufficient degree ot 
work from its students rather than of 
intellectual discipline for nearly all

cussion is summarized as follows: 


"We are face to face with a broad 


question of principal, which our uni- 
versities must decide. 
Shall we re 


quire every candidate for the so-called 
learned professing to spend a certain 
length of time in his secondary edu-

let him spend in secondary education 
such time as his pecuuiaiy ciicum- 
stances and personal interests allow. 
and have his course of study adapted 
thereto; believing that for 
efficient 


professional study, as well as for other 
lines of intellectual effort, the habit of 
hard work is of noro value than the 
question of seniority? If we adopt tho 
former alternative, we should say 10 
the high schools, "\Ve will act-opt any- 
thing you may choose to teach as a 
basis of our college course, but will 
shut out Irom our professional schools 
those who have not the time to supei- 
adcl a college curse to that whifh you 
are able to offer."

worse fitted rather than bet- 


ter fitted to grapple with the problems 
of professional study or of practical 
life in any direction. "When 1 want 
a college man," said one of the leading 
employers of railroad labor in the 
country, "I want a man who knows 
that it is hard work to use books that 
are worth anything; and as a prepara- 
tion for railroad service I would rath- 
er have a man who has learned to 
uso one hard book without liking it— 
a Greek dictionary, if you please— 
than a man who thinks he knows all 
the experimental science and all the 
shop work which any school can give 
him and has enjoyed it because it is 
easy."

Two materials new to paper making 


are now attracting attention. One is 
bagasse, the refuse Of tho sugar mills, 
which hitherto has been pure waste, 
except a small part of it used as fuel. 


A paper mill in Texas is now using 


bagasse to make paper, and the prod- 
uct is said to be excellent. It is pre- 
dicted that the day is soon 
coming 


when all the bagasse from our south- 
ern sugar cane fields will be used to 
make paper, thus bagasse will be an- 
other of the waste materials diverted 
from the waste heap and turned into 
a source of wealth. 


Another kind of paper material is 


rice straw, very little of which is now 
used except to provide bedding for cat- 
tle. It has been known for a long time 
that good paper could be made of this 
material, but for some reason, it has 
not ,been utilized to an> extent. There, 
are groat" possibilities befoie Louisiana 
and Texas in the manufacture of paper 
from these two new materials. 


All the same it would be folly to 


permit our spruce forests to become ex- 
hausted. The timber that is s«nt to 
the mills for pulp wood should be re- 
placed by another planting, as with 
any other crop. It is getting rathei 
late for any woodsman to remove a 
crop of timber without the slightest 
idea that a later generation will take 
anotlier crop from the same ground. 


Canada is the great prescive of the 


whole world for futuie supplies 
of 


pulp wood Her spruce icsources have 
scarcely been touched, though 
her 


southem forests have been badly de- 
pleted. 
The country has a magnificent belt 


of spruce extending from the southeast 
in Quebec tar northwest to the Mac- 
kenzie river. Not a bit ot this spruce 
has yet been utilised and will not bo 
until railroads are extended to it; but 
the railroad projects now under way 
will before very long tap this greatest 
ot all resources of pulp supply.

ACTION WILL BE TAKEN. 


Said That Usurious Interest is Asked 


at Navy Yard. 


It having been reported to Secre- 


tary Moody that several of the higher 
class of workmen at the Washington 
navy yard mak&.a practice of loaning 
money at usurious rates to less prov- 
ident employes, he has decided to di- 
rect the commandant of the the yard 
to convene a board of officers to make 
a thorough investigation of the sub- 
ject with a view to the dismissal of all 
employes convicted of such business. 


Several instances are reported, it is 


said, where interest at the rate of 500 
per cent a year was collected on small 
short time loans to different men. It 
is alleged that three or four of the 
employes, holding positions of power 
and responsibility, share in. the enor- 
mous profits of the business, which, 
it is charged, they are enabled to con 
duct without risk or loss by keeping 
the men in debt to them at work until 
the indebtedness, including the heavy 
interest charges, are liquidated.
